A LANDLUBBER passenger, sure that all was lost when 
his ship’s rudder broke adrift in a storm, was surprised to 
discover that his captain was more stimulated than frightened 
by the accident.

Beware... 
Poison Ivy! 


By Paul W. Kearney 


Poison ivy’s glossy leaves vary in 
shape, grow in groups of three. -In 
the spring there are white berries 


Dr. FRANZ PFAFFP, of Harvard 
Medical School, once put some oil 
from poison ivy in a jar. Thirteen 
months later he found it was still 
virulent. 

That indicates why poison ivy is 
dangerous all year around: you can 
get the oil from contact with the 
berries in the spring; from the leaves 
in summer; from the roots or bare 
twigs in the winter. That is also the 
reason why householders who root 
up the stuff and burn it often get a 
dose of itch from merely standing in 
the smoke—which carries some va- 
porized oil with it. 

Hikers often get poisoned without 
actually touching the plant. They 
walk thru it and later get the oily 
residue on their hands when taking 
off boots or trousers. 

Perhaps the record performance is 
that of a chap who dropped his hat 
in some ivy and got poisoned re- 
trieving it. He didn’t wear that hat 
again for four months. But when he 
put it on again, he got another dose 
of poison! Pointing out the lesson that 
clothing which has been in ivy 
should be wrapped up and taken to 
the dry cleaner’s. The cleaner, inci- 
dentally, should be informed of the 
situation for his own protection.

Probably the finest treatment for 
an advanced case of ivy poisoning is 
one developed by the U. S. Public 
Health Service and recommended 
by the Boy Scouts. Get from the 
druggist one pint of good quality 
rubbing alcohol and dissolve in it a 
quarter-pound of tannic acid pow- 
der. When you first see it, this may 
look like too much powder for a pint 
of liquid, but it isn’t. 


AFTER first bathing freely with the 
laundry soap, swab this tannic-acid- 
alcohol solution generously over the 
affected areas, repeating frequently 
if the irritation returns. 

Ivy poisoning is nothing to fool 
with—or to ignore. The fact that 
you didn’t poison last year—or last 
month—is no guarantee that you 
won't the next time. The ancient 
notion that chewing the leaves of the 
plant will establish immunity is a 
wholly outrageous idea. And while 
some physicians feel that serum in- 
jections provide a safeguard in a cer- 
tain proportion of cases, not all agree 
on that point by a long shot. 

The real preventive is to stay 
away from it. And if you have any 
doubt about what poison ivy looks 
like, have somebody whoreally knows 
point it out to you at the first op- 
portunity because even the best pic- 
tures are inadequate. The leaf is 
more or less oval; glossy; and may 
or may not have a toothed edge; 
the vital thing is that the leaves grow 
in groups of three. Woodbine or 
Virginia Creeper looks quite similar, 
but its leaves come in fives. 


Ix THE spring, poison ivy bears an 
inconspicuous white flower which 
develops into small clusters of rather 
waxy berries, soon eaten by the 
birds. In the fall the leaves are 
among the first to turn color. 

The tricky feature of this plant, 
however, is that it adapts itself readi- 
ly to varying conditions. You may 
see it as a trailing vine, climbing 
trees or fences; yet you are just as 
likely to find it in the form of a 
shrubby bush. The West Coast varie- 
ty grows several feet tall and is 
known as poison oak. 

An even more virulent member of 
the same family is poison sumac 
(poison elder, poison ash), common 
in most of the eastern states in 
swampy locations and more potent 
because it has more oil to offer. This 
is not to be confused with cither 
smooth or staghorn sumac with 
their lovely dull-red “horns”; they 
are harmless to touch. ‘The poison- 
ous variety is distinguished by its 
bunches of dirty white berries hang- 
ing downward in contrast to the up- 
ward-pointing, wine-colored fruits 
of the harmless types. 

Ivy poisoning is supposed to be 
at its worst in hot weather when 
pores of the skin are open, but last 
winter I saw a beautiful case of it 
contracted by a woman when the 
snow was a foot deep. Be that as it 
may, it behooves you to give it a 
wide berth no matter what the tem- 
perature. If you don’t, it won’t be 
long before you discover that poor 
old Job “didn’t know nothin’!”’

Wartime Living 


68,000 New Ranges 


Some 68,000 new ranges will be 
divided between civilians and Feder- 
al housing tenants this fall. If your 
need is desperate, see your rationing 
board soon. To avoid rust inside 
your range oven, leave the door ajar 
after baking, and open a few minutes 
when lighting up, so that the mois- 
ture that forms won’t condense. 


Mending Holey Sereens 


Small holes in fly screens can be 
mended this way: Cut a square 
patch of screen cloth slightly larger 
than the hole itself. Ravel out a 
couple of strands from each edge, 
leaving about 4 inch of the strands 
clear all the way around the patch. 
Bend these strands at right angles to 
the patch, center the patch over 
hole, and press the bent wires thru 
the screen. Now clinch these ends 
inward toward the hole, to hold the 
patch in place. 


Brush Saving 


If you own any of those high- 
quality, prewar China-hog-bristle 
brushes, here’s the treatment that 
will keep them young: Frequent 
washing in mild soap and warm wa- 
ter, and hanging up for quick drying 
in the sun. Slow drying and drying by 
artificial heat weaken the bristles.

Rubber Storage 


Summer weather is hardest of all 
on rubber articles; give them care. 
Before storing boots, galoshes, and 
overshoes, wash them in warm 
water, being sure that oil, grease, 
and tar spots are removed. Then 
stuff with wadded newspaper and 
put them in a dark, cool, dry place. 


Aluminum Shiner 


Make use of the tough rhubarb 
stalks in your garden patch. Boil 
them with water in your darkened 
aluminum pans, and they’ll shine 
the pans like new. After the boiling, 
rinse the pans well. 


Refrigerator Checkup 


Pamper your refrigerator door; 
its rubber gasket is the air seal. 
Keep fingers off that rubber—even 
the oil and moisture of your hands 
deteriorates it. If your motor seems 
to run more than usual, maybe this 
door seal needs replacing. Test: 


close the door on a dollar bill; if 
you can pull it out with door closed, 
your gasket probably is allowing air 
to seep in. 

If dust and dirt fill your refrigera- 
tor condenser (looks like an auto- 
mobile radiator and lets cool air 
get into the mechanism) brush with 
a whisk broom or toilet-bowl-type 
brush, or your vacuum cleaner 
attachment.

Going to War, Dad? Getting a Furlough? 


Youngsters don’t always understand the 


changes now taking place. You, better than 


anyone else, can help in the adjustment 


Ti 1E orders had come thru for John 
Smith. Not much time was given for 
closing up a business and going 
away for an indefinite stay. John and 
Susan, his wife, were so busy they 
scarcely thought of 4-year-old Joan. 
So far as they knew, nothing had 
been said to her. 

Suddenly Joan flew at her father, 
beat him with her fists and wailed, 
“Don’t you dare go to war, Daddy! 
I'll hate you if you do!” 

Joan wouldn’t say good-bye when 
the time came, but hid her face, 
sobbing in her mother’s shoulder. 
Not a very happy leave-taking for a 
father who had no choice but to go. 

Many a Dad, coming home for the 
eagerly awaited furlough, has had 
equally mystifying and heart-rend- 
ing situations to meet. It’s a jolt 
when that baby you've never seen, 
but whose picture you’ve almost 
worn out looking at it and showing 
it around, takes one startled look at 
you and starts howling. 


He May Be Tongue-Tied. Perhaps 
worse yet is the experience if the run- 
about who was your shadow before 
you went away is apparently scared 
to death of you when you come home 
on leave. One such little chap had 
been hardly able to sleep, so anxious 
was he for his Daddy’s arrival. He 
had talked to Dad on the long- 
distance phone, he had had a part 
in all the plans. Yet when Dad ap- 
peared, Jimmy retreated behind his 
mother and wouldn’t so much as 
speak to his former pal. 

Let me hasten to say that this is 
one of the less serious aspects of war. 
In a short time the strangeness wears 
off and Dad is getting the affection 
he deserves. But when you're con- 
fronted unexpectedly with hostility 
or fear from your own child, and 
possibly aren’t given long enough 
leave to get back on the old basis, it’s 
tough to take. 

One young father went into the 
service when his baby daughter was 
6 months old. He had taken much of 
the care of her up to that time, and 


had been her favorite person. He was 
sent to a far-away camp, and didn’t 
see her for several months. Then 
mother and baby moved to a town 
near his camp, and now he gets 
home every other week end. 


Furlough Troubles. The baby, 
however, has spasms of crying every 
time he appears. He has to go back 
before he has had a chance to win 
her over, and they go thru the same 
thing on the next leave. Believe me, 
it’s no fun for that father. 

Even Mother’s efforts to keep Dad 
with the family in thought some- 
times have unexpected results. The 
papers told not long ago of a little 
girl who had said good morning and 
good night every day to the picture 
of her sailor Daddy. When Dad 
came home for a two-weeks’ fur- 
lough, she still insisted that the pic- 
ture was her Daddy and would have 
nothing to do with the strange man. 
By the end of two weeks, she had at 
last made the connection. But if this 
sailor’s leave had been for a week 
only, he would have had to go back 
to his ship feeling that he had been 
supplanted in his daughter’s affec- 
tions by his own picture! 

As I said before, these things are 
not serious, except for the sore hearts 
some Dads must carry with them as 
a result. They are simply a sign of 
what must go on in the minds of 
children, particularly small chil- 
dren, when such a revolutionary 
change takes place as the removal of 
the father from the family. 

The understanding of small chil- 
dren is limited to begin with. They 
hear tag ends of adult conversation, 
they believe perfectly preposterous 
things that other children tell them. 
When we don’t know what’s at the 
bottom of their agitation, we are 
likely to misunderstand.

These contemporary chairs have no 
elaborately carved leaves and _ rocaille 
gathering dust. Interest is sustained by 
delicate shapes and graceful proportions. 

They can be used as dining chairs, desk 
chairs, and bridge chairs; and the one with 
curving arms is also an occasional chair. 
The bleached oak and walnut used keep 
their colors indefinitely and make -the 
chairs look less bulky. Seat depths have 
been studied for maximum comfort; all are 
cushioned. 

Produced in volume, they’ll cost no 
more than the hash surrounding us now. 


Most striking innovation here is the 
large bedside table to accommodate books, 
magazines, telephone, cigarets, and other 
paraphernalia, in contrast with today’s in- 
adequate bedside table only large enough 
to dump things on the floor. 

Walls and carpet are gray-blue, the bed 
and table are of bleached birch, and the 
spread is of quilted linen with a design of 
blue shells. 

In a small house nothing accents the 
smallness so much as too many pictures and 
wall brackets. To make rooms look and feel 
larger, keep them open and unconfused. 


Here is a bedroom for a girl, the “‘room 
of her own”’ every girl needs. It is as much 
a living-room as a bedroom. 

There are two single beds, the second of 
which is against the wall opposite that 
shown. The furniture is pale bleached 
birch. Walls are pale blue. Bedspread and 
pillows are a darker shade of blue in a 
textured fabric. Curtains are alternating 
stripes of light and dark blue. 

Notice the compact plan of the writing 
desk in the corner, and the bookshelves 
which extend under two windows across 
the entire wall. 
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Ceilings ‘are lower now than in the 
eighteenth-century rooms, for which an- 
tique furniture was scaled; hence it ap- 
pears awkward and bulky in rooms today. 
Contemporary furniture is correctly pro- 
portioned to the new rooms, and the rooms 
are uncongested, unstuffed—without the 
menacing claustrophobia which drove 
families to porches, golf clubs, and auto- 
mobile escapism. 

In this dining-room, walls and draperies 
are smoke blue, chairs and table bleached 
walnut, chairs covered with a bright sun- 
yellow fabric. All are armchairs. 


The informality of living and entertain- 
ing today requires a whole new concept of 
houses and furniture. Here is one, an in- 
terior frankly contemporary, fresh and in- 
viting. It is carried out in the same red- 
wood finish as the exterior, a unity further 
emphasized by the broad band of three 
redwood strips below the ceiling—the same 
design as the overhang outside the house. 
The floor is covered with woven hemp 
matting. 

Harwell Hamilton Harris was the de- 
signer here. The other interiors and furni- 
ture shown are my own designs. 


With its freshness and simplicity, this 
dining-room is a far cry from the Victorian 
hangover in most American houses. Gone 
are the massive mahogany table and chairs, 
the heavy sideboard loaded with monu- 
mental fruit dishes, the Turkey carpet, the 
heavy-patterned wallpapers, the depressing 
paintings of dead pheasants and fish. 

Interest in the furniture is created by 
beauty of proportion and finish, beauty of 
color. The carpet, walls, and silk draperies 
are pale sand color, the furniture bleached 
oak, with seats and backs strapped in leaf- 
green leather. 
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Here’s a briefing of the pests most likely to attack gar- 
den crops in the weeks just ahead . . . methods and 
timing best suited to wiping them out... the dusts 


and sprays now available 


Tenis E’S nothing to do but fight back with poisonous sprays 
and dusts when beetles and worms contest our rights to the 
crops we’ve planted. 

A light, even coating saves in work, materials, and expense. 
So direct both sprays and dusts at the undersides of foliage, 
where most of these summer pests attack. For all that goes up 
comes down again to coat the top sides of the leaves. 


The Mexican bean beetle moves in by midsummer to 
skeletonize bean foliage and damage pods in gardens east of 
the Mississippi and in the Southwest, South Dakota, and Wy- 
oming. Use cryolite as a dust or spray every 10 days until the 
bean pods swell, or use 1 part calcium arsenate to 9 parts hy- 
drated lime. Then switch to a nonpoisonous rotenone-bearing 
material. ‘These pests are larger but resemble the ladybugs 
which help us by devouring the pestiferous plant lice. 


Colorado potato beetles are similarly hump-backed, the 
adults striped yellow and black, the larvae brick-red. They 
swarm in to defoliate potatoes but also feed voraciously on 
tomatoes, eggplants, peppers, and ground cherries. Spray or 
dust with cryolite, calcium arsenate, or Paris green if there are 
too many to knock into cans partially filled with water on 
which floats a quarter-inch of kerosene. 


The striped cucumber beetle js very close to being a 
general feeder. As worms these beetles feed on the stems and 
roots below ground line before changing into the yellow-and- 
black-striped beetles which soon appear everywhere melons, 
squash, pumpkins, and cucumbers are grown. 

Dust or spray with cryolite as soon as young vine leaves un- 
fold, or use nicotine, Bordeaux mixture, or calcium arsenate 
mixed 1 part to 15 parts gypsum. 


Temate hornwerm: The worst-looking brutes to threaten 
your tomatoes will be the great, green, tomato hornworms. 
These also gobble down the foliage of your most promising 
green peppers and eggplarts, and shred potato foliage. The

quickest and surest way to rid your plants of them is to use a 
well-gloved hand, and then to squash the brutes. 

The squeamish, and those who must be away from their 
gardens a week at a time, can use cryolite, lead arsenate, Paris 
green, or calcium arsenate before the fruits form. 

Leave alone any hornworms with parasites that look like 
rice grains stuck to their backs. Allowed to hatch out, these 
parasites will attack other hornworms. 


Cabbage worms and cabbage leopers: These reduce 
fine cabbage heads to messy ruins if not checked immediately. 
Up until the cabbage heads are four inches thru, use Paris 
green, calcium arsenate, and cryolite for sure death to these 
soft-bodied worms with perpetually moving jaws. As your cab- 
bage gets to eating size, change to a rotenone-bearing dust. 

Collards, Brussels Sprouts, cauliflower, broccoli, and kale 
should be protected by these same dusts and sprays. 


Cern-ear worms. Also known as tomato fruit worms, these 
wily enemies eat their way into big beautiful tomatoes and pep- 
pers as well as doing shocking things to sweet corn and beans. 
You can poison the corn-ear worms with arsenical dusts or 
kill them with 14 teaspoon—no more—of mineral oil injected 
into the tips of the ears just as the silks start to turn brown. Or 
you use cords at tips of the ears as described on page 27. 


Squash bug. Left unchecked, these dull-colored bugs and 
their. black-legged, whitish young inflict poisonous bites on 
flourishing squash and pumpkin vines and carry the wilt 
disease which results in a blackened, crisped state. 

When young bugs first appear, dust your plants thoroly with 
pyrocide dust or a 3-percent nicotine sulfate dust. Dust when 
temperatures are above 70° and no wind is blowing. Fish oil, 
soap, and kerosene emulsions also put an end to the young bugs. 

Mature squash bugs huddle under fruit, shy away when dis- 
turbed, and glide to the cover of trash or clods. Trap by laying 
short boards near the vines. Lift boards quickly in early morning 
and the congregated “‘stink bugs’’ can be crushed in numbers. 


Striped blister beetle is the “old-fashioned potato bug” 
and can be dispatched by the same means as the Colorado 
Beetle. It also feeds on beets, tomatoes, squash, beans, cab- 
bage, asters, corn, and spinach. 


Bean-leaf beetle. When tiny black-spotted beetles, reddish 
to dirty yellow, swarm over your beans, your marigolds, and 
weeds outside the garden they mean trouble. The day the first 
beetles appear, spray or dust bean plants with cryolite recom- 
mended for Mexican bean beetle.

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(a only a youngster, the ‘‘Salt-Box,”” home of the 
Edward F. Wheelers in Fairfield, Connecticut, has its 
ancestral roots deep in the soil of New England. For 300 
years ago, on the same lot, stood the New England 
house of Roger Ludlow, first governor of Connecticut 
and a direct ancestor of Mrs. Wheeler. 

In designing the Wheeler home, Architect Cameron 
Clark followed early Connecticut tradition for both 
interior and exterior details. Plank paneling around 
the wide living-room fireplace, adzed ceiling beams, 
and battened doors are faithful reproductions of the 
period. Its red clapboard walls and natural shingle 
roof, its projecting attic gables and tiny central window 
panes, its stone chimney, and even the white rail fence 
could easily have been there in the earlier era. 

The room arrangement is simple and _ spacious. 
There’s an amazing amount of storage space—in bed- 
rooms, upper hall, and under the low eaves at the rear. 
In the living-room, behind the paneling, are three 
more storage closets. 


THERE are three separate entrances, each with a style 
of its own. The front door is accented by flared side 
moldings and transom lights. The side door is sheltered 
by a tiny hood; a larger hood protects the rear entrance. 

In spite of such faithful loyalty to tradition, nothing 
has been sacrificed in modern methods, such as thoro 
insulation, automatic heat and hot water, and the 
other devices that contrast our life so vividly with that 
of the Colonial pioneers. 

For the Modernists in our midst, here’s proof that all 
Traditional design is not cluttery, outmoded, and full 
of frou-frou. By its very simplicity, cleanness of line, and 
sharp color contrast, the Wheeler home stands on a 
level with the best Contemporary design in the land.

Arrangement for Book Corner 


Materials: three sizes rectangular glass-brick vases. Rear 
brick 734” high, center brick 544” high, small brick 3” high. 
Graded sizes of old battery jars or Chinese-pillow vases could 
also be used. 

3 needlepoint holders: width 3, 2, and 114” respectively. 

Flowers: 12 pink astilbes, 6 white larkspur, 6 African 
daisies (pyrethrum might substitute), 12 delphinium. 

Large brick: In the background cut tallest white larkspur 
1514” long (this is 244 times the height of the container). 
Cut remaining 5 stalks of white larkspur 14’’, 13, 1114, 944, 
and 814” so each stem when placed on needlepoint holder 
stands from 1 to 2” shorter than the stalk preceding it. Cut 
tallest branch of pink spirea 1414” long (this is about 1” 
shorter than the tallest larkspur). Cut remaining 6 spireas 
13%, 1114, 10, 9, and 8” (this means that each flower stem 
was cut from 11% to 2” shorter than the preceding one). 
Cut highest African daisy 734” long. Cut remaining 2 
daisies from 1 to 2” shorter respectively. 

Middle brick: Cut the tallest delphinium spike 10” high 
which is about twice the height of container. Cut remaining 
delphinium and spirea blooms from 1 to 3” shorter than the 
blossom above them. 

Front brick: Cut tallest delphinium blossom 5)4”’ tall. 
Cut remaining delphinium stems from 2 to 3” shorter 
respectively. Flower levels are also regulated by placing 
them in slanting position as shown in sketch.

Z Fer Dining-Room Serving Table 


Materials: 14’ wide bowl, celadon green inside, maroon 
outside; 3” needlepoint holder; 15 spears of iris foliage, 15 
iris blossoms; 1 pottery snail for emphasis. 

Cut tallest spear of iris foliage about 1” lower than 
highest iris bud. Cut rest of foliage each lower than spear 
above it, to form a fan-shaped background. 

Clip the tallest iris bloom with bud about 28”’ high, al- 
most twice the width of the bowl. Cut remaining iris 
stems from 1 to 2” lower than the flower above it, so each 
bloom stands at a lower level than the stalk above it. 

Use pottery snail in center front as a radiation point of 
emphasis to hide the needlepoint holder. 


| those bogeys of not knowing how to fix flowers, 
If you can place furniture so it’s orderly and pleasing in 
your home, you can arrange flowers effectively in a bowl. 
And please don’t shy from that word ‘arrange.’ It merely 
means order, the opposite of one of those hodge-podge, drop- 
in-a-vase bunches-of-flowers. 

The first essential is to treat your flowers so their stems 
will be firm enough to stay where you put them on the 
holder. Here’s how: Cut your flowers with long stems in the 
early morning or late evening. Burn ends of milky or hollow- 
stemmed flowers. Immediately plunge them into deep, cool, 
water and let stand in a cool, draftless corner until ready 
to arrange. Such treatment gives them a chance to over- 
come the shock of being cut off from the flow of sap, and 
to drink their stems full of fresh water. As a starter you’l] 
have firm stems that will stay where you put them, in- 
stead of limp, sagging flowers that no one can arrange. 

Next in importance is to have the right kind of holder 
Needlepoint holders are the easiest and best to hold flowers 
where you want them. Keep several sizes on hand. Most 
department and dime stores carry them. So now, with 
flowers, holder, and vase, tune in on garden cheer. Dip into 
summer’s bowl full of color. Try one of these recipes for 
floral picker-uppers. Have fun with your flowers. They’re 
the most-for-the-money decoration to be found. 





Radio Console Bouquet 


Materials: blue pottery vase, 534’’ high; 244” needle- 
point holder. 

Flowers: 12 pink larkspur, 2 dark blue larkspur, 12 purple 
petunias. 

Cut tallest pink larkspur stem 20” long, almost 4 times 
the height of vase. This leaves stem showing above vase 
top, about 3 times height of vase. 

Cut each of remaining pink larkspur stalks to stand from 
1 to 2” lower than the stem above it. 

Cut petunias to stand on varied levels as pictured. 

Instructions for making: Press tallest pink larkspur stem 
onto rear center of needlepoint holder. Place other spikes 
of larkspur on each side, slanting stems in toward the cen- 
tral stalk. This causes top of flower stems to flare out from 
center of the arrangement. Each stem is cut to stand a little 
lower than the one above it, resulting in a pyramidal form, 


End-Table Arrangement 


Materials: sunken metal bowl in end table; 214” needle- 
point holder; 11 purple petunias, 6 pink phlox and 5 yellow 
alstroemerias or hypericums. 

Cut stem of highest petunia 114 times the width of con- 
tainer. Cut remaining flowers 1 to 114” lower than flower 
above. 

General observations: To prevent arrangement becoming 
spotty or cluttered in appearance, keep each color and 
variety of flower grouped to repeat the form of your ar- 
rangement. Dots in line drawings on opposite page show 
placement of darker colors. Balance is retained by using 
lighter tints high, deeper tones low. Round, dominant forms 
like the African dasies in No. 1 and petunias in No. 4, serve 
as accents that carry the eye in a rhythmic letter “‘S” line 
from high in the arrangment to a low cluster and point 
of emphasis where the eye rests.

From the screened porch off the 
living-room and kitchen, you’ve box 
seats for the thrilling river view and a 
nice cozy glimpse of the family’s 
widespread outdoor fireplace where 
Dad takes over with apron and fork 
and turns out tasty barbecue meals 
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Snap Beans. Pick before the beans 
show thru as knobby lumps. If the beans 
are allowed to ripen, the plants stop 
producing. Don’t pick while the leaves 
are wet; this aids spread of rust. Can, 
salt, freeze, or dehydrate any you can’t 
eat right away. 


Beets. When tops are 5 inches high, 
thin plants to stand 2 inches apart, and 
cook the vitamin-rich thinnings as 
greens. The remaining beets are at their 
best when about 1% to 2 inches across, 
not over two. Can at once or get them 
into the refrigerator and eat them soon. 


Sprouting Broccoli. Cut the green 
flower bud cluster, along with six inches 
of tender stalk, before the buds open into 
tiny yellow flowers. Smaller clusters will 
develop below. 


White Potatoes. Foliage turning a 
light green generally indicates that the 
potatoes have reached the “creamer”’ 
stage. If the weather isn’t too hot and 
wet, early potatoes can be left in the 
ground for a time after vines have died 
down. Leave late potatoes intended for 
storage in the ground until the vines 
have completely browned. Then dig, 
and get into cool storage (40 degrees) at 
once, because exposure tolight and wind 
causes sunburn or “greening.” Never 
leave the dug potatoes on the ground 
overnight. 


Peas. For perfect flavor and tenderness, 
catch them when the pods are plump 
but remember that only a young pea is 
tender and tasty. Lower pods are usual- 
ly ready before the top ones. You should 
get two or three pickings if you hold the 
vines carefully with one hand while you 
pick with the other. Cook within half 
hour of picking from vines for best 
flavor. 


Kohlrabi. When the edible portion, 
the turnip-like bulb above ground, is 
from 1 to 2% inches across, kohlrabi is 
right to eat. When they get any larger, 
they’re apt to be woody. 


Squash. Eat summer squash when 
they’re half grown and the shell is so 
tender you can readily puncture it with 
your thumbnail. Pick them daily to in- 
sure a continuing crop. 


Cabbage. Cut as soon as heads grow 
firm but before they start to burst. Cut 
off above the loose wrapper leaves. 
Heavy rains cause too rapid growth, 
and heads start bursting. To check, cut 
off some of the roots or give each head a 
twist to break off some of them. Make 
surplus into kraut (for method, see June, 
1943 Better Homes G Gardens, page 21). 


Carrots. Pull whenever they reach the 
size that tastes good to you. Roots 
more than 1% inches across the top are 
likely to be tough. Can the surplus. 


Enjoy the Best. Top Off Your Work by 


Picking Each Crop at the Right Time - 


Spinach. Cut the tap root, and take the 
whole plant when leaves are about 7 
inches long. 


Swiss Chard. Pick outer leaves when 6 
to 8 inches long. Discard the inferior 
ones, using the best fresh or for canning. 
If you prefer the small leaves to the 
large ones, you miss the well-developed 
mid-ribs which are such excellent sub- 
stitutes for celery. 


Lettuce. Start cutting leaf lettuce as 
soon as there’s enough leaf to eat. When 
cut with shears, not pulled, it grows 
again from heart, gives more cuttings. 


Cauliflower. When curd is 2 inches 
across, tie the large outer leaves over it 
to bleach. In hot weather it may be 
ready to cut in three days, in cool 
weather, it may need two weeks. Catch 
it before flowerlets begin to separate and 
do not bruise. Use a soft brush to re- 
move dirt, dip into cold water, and 
drain. 


Sweet Corn. When the silk is dried 
back to the husk with just a little green 
still showing, the ear should be about 
right. You may have to pull a bit of 
husk back to peek and puncture a kernel 
with your thumbnail. If there’s fluid 
inside and it’s milky, the corn is right, 
but if it’s thick and doughy, the corn 
is too ripe. 


Turnips. Thin turnips to stand 6 
inches apart and eat the thinnings as 
greens. Harvest the roots before they 
reach 3 inches in diameter. 


Onions. When the necks shrivel and 
the leaves fall over, tho they’re still 
green, onions are ripe for harvest. When 
pulling green onions, wash bulbs, but 
keep water off the green tops, for it 
makes them slimy.

Finished if You're Not 


As SOON as your peas, beets, lettuce, and other 
early crops come to an end, what are you going to 
put in the space they vacate, so as to get 20 rows of 
produce from 10 rows of garden? 

Are you going to grow carrots, beets, cabbage, 
turnips, potatoes, rutabagas and squash to store? 
Beans and broccoli to eat, can or freeze? Sweet corn 
to dry? Greens to eat? 

Below is charted the range of planting time you 
still have for these second crops, and the approxi- 
mate time they'll need to mature. This is for areas 
where the average first killing frost ends gardening 
on October 15. If this doesn’t apply to you, better 
ask your county extension director or weather bu- 
reau chief for the average killing-frost date in your 
locality. Then set this schedule forward or back to 
suit. 

For the good of both soil and crops, follow greens 
with root crops, root crops with greens. Follow 
peas with sweet corn or late carrots, early beet 
greens with snap beans, snap beans with kale or 
rutabagas, early leaf lettuce with peppers, and 
carrots with late cabbage. 

Use a hoe or pronged cultivator to loosen the soil 
in rows you’ve just emptied. Sow the seed twice as 
deep as you did in spring when moisture was more 
plentiful. Cover rows with boards, paper, burlap or 
mulch until they germinate. Set late-cabbage 
plants, peppers, and tomato’ plants out in the 
evening, and shade them for 2 to 3 days with 
shingles or newspaper tents.

Corn-Ear Worm 


-_ saboteurs of sweet corn work under cover. 
They hatch from tiny eggs deposited on the young 
corn silks by clay-yellow moths and promptly go 
down thru the silks to the corn, where they grow 
rapidly and eat their way up and down the kernels. 
Insecticide controls are only partially effective. 

But last summer I controlled corn-ear worms 
perfectly by using a measure advocated by Kansas 
State College. All you do is tie up the ends of the 
ears as shown below so that the worms cannot go 
down thru the silks. The most satisfactory knot is 
the clove hitch done as diagramed. With this knot, 
one has only to pull the cord tight and it remains 
tight. 

Burn the tips you break off when you pull your 
corn. Undestroyed worms may attack your 
tomatoes and beans and produce additional gen- 
erations. Tying out the ear worms is fast, takes less 
time than to trim away worm-eaten portions.

that have been sneaking up on your mid- 
riff. It’s a kick to your pride every time 
you let out a belt hole or settle down an- 
other jog on the bathroom scales. What’s 
more, a lot of that old up-and-at-’em you 
may have been missing is busy transport- 
ing your avoirdupois. It’s easy to put up 
a front, but real work to push one around 

Want to know what to do about it? 
Here’s a game you win by losing, by go- 
ing down for the count—the calorie 
count. And it’s as easy as adding 2 and 2. 
You can play it at home, in restaurants, 
or out for lunch. The prize may be extra 
years of life, or the kind of figure that gets 
whistled at, or the ability to see your 
shoes when you stand up. But the biggest 
prize ts that you'll feel swell! Man, woman, 
or child, you’ll find that loss of over- 
weight will put springs in your heels, a 
whistle on your lips, and purpose in your 
punch. 


Food makes fat—simple as that: 
There’s just one rule to remember 
what makes fat is the food you eat in excess of 
what your body needs to run on. Eat more 
than your body requires and it’s stored as 
fat. Eat less, and your body makes up the 





lack from your fat storehouse. Result— 
you get slim. 

Your tool for losing weight is a calorie. 
A calorie is merely a measure of the 
fattening tendencies of food. You can’t 
feel, touch, or smell calories, but when 
they get stored under your waistline, you 
can see them. You can’t tell from the 
looks of food or the size of a serving how 
many calories it houses, but you can see 
at a glance if you use the handy chart 
opposite. They’re your lardstick for tell- 
ing lightweight from heavyweight foods. 
If you can add you can gain that buoy- 
ant health. Just look before you eat. 


Add 2 + 2. lose a few. Your first job, 
before you start counting, is to figure how 
many calories your body needs just to 
keep in the pink. Here’s the simple 
formula. 

@ Estimate what you believe your 
ideal weight—for your height and build 
—should be. (Most weight charts are for 
the average person. Larger-boned people 
may top this average by 10 to 15 percent, 
slender-boned ones fall under it.) 

@ Multiply your “ideal” weight by 15 
(your body needs 15 to 20 calories per 
pound a day).

@ Reduce the answer above by one- 
third. The result is your calorie quota for 
one day. Your body will make up that 
deducted third from your body fat. 

For example: Mr. Plumpkin weighs 
215 pounds and figures he’d be far 
healthier at 180. He jots down: 


180 x 15=2,700 calories 


2,700-900=1,800 calories-a-day, his 
reducing diet. 


Thus Mr. P. is cutting down his food 
intake 900 calories below maintenance 
level. On this reduction he’ll lose over a 
pound a week. If he cuts down half again 
that many calories, his weight loss will be 
even greater. But the less radical loss is 
safer. As a start, subtract the suggested 
one-third. Then if you haven’t shown a 
noticeable weight loss by the end of two 
weeks, lop a few more calories from your 
daily total, until you arrive at a calorie 
quota that wz// slim you at a regular one- 
to-two-pounds-a-week rate. 

Don’t weigh yourself every day, espe- 
cially at first. Part of your ballast is water, 
and the tissues may retain it stubbornly 
while they’re adjusting. By the end of 10 
days, tho, you should be in the groove,

Unwrap meat and hustle it into the coldest spot. 
This means right under the freezing unit. Either put 
it on the rack in your meat container, or lay it on a 
plate or pan, /ightly topping it with waxed paper. 
Don’t wash meat—just wipe it at cooking time. Freeze 
ground beef, stewing chunks, or other small pieces 
if you’re storing them longer than a day. Cover 
cooked meat snugly. Store mild, modern-cure hams 
like fresh meat. 

To freeze meat, line a freezing tray with waxed 
paper and put waxed paper between layers of steaks, 
chops, patties, or disjointed poultry. Turn control to 
fastest freczing just long enough to freeze meat solid. 
Never thaw and refreeze food. 


Eggs absorb flavors rather easily, so keep them in a 
covered dish. Don’t wash eggs; they've a protective 
coating. Store in a very cool spot (not freezing). The 
space just below the meat is fine. This middle shelf 
is good for egg and milk dishes, too. Make these only 
a meal or so ahead. 

Let cheese share this shelf with eggs. Put open 
packages or bulk cheese in air-tight refrigerator bags 
or small covered bowls, each strong cheese stored 
in its own container. 

Leftovers: Put them here, too, in smallest possible 
containers. Pint fruit jars or smaller screw-lid food 
jars are dandy. They make for quick-spotting and 
save shelf room.

As you shopping only once a week? Is your refrigerator over- 





crowded? Are every-other-day milk deliveries a problem? Do you 
know how to wrap chicken before storing in the refrigerator? Where 
and how that precious cheese should be kept? How green onions can 
best be kept fresh and crisp—and isolated? Do you know how to 
store leftovers so you’ll be sure to use them? 

There are tricks to every trade. Here are answers to those ques- 
tions— ways to get the most and best from your refrigerator. 


Milk. Keep it untainted and keep it cold. Those 
are the two points to remember. This means 
snatch those bottles out of the morning sun- 
shine and give them a cool splash at the sink. 
Then they'll be spotless for pouring. If deliver- 
ies confuse you, write days of the week on disks. 

Once milk or cream has been poured, use any 
left over for gravy. A return trip to the bottle 
may taint your supply. And don’t let the whole 
bottle loiter in the kitchen during a snack. 

Butter takes on flavors, needs a cover. And 
kitchen fats, such as bacon drippings, require 
refrigeration to keep them flavorsome for sea- 
soning vegetables and for shortening. 





Vegetables. Wash and drain. Then quick to 
the crisper. Your refrigerator can perk up the 
wilted, but it can’t recall lost vitamins. Couple 
of paper towels in the bottom of the pan will 
pick up excess water. Give vegetables enough 
room so they won’t jostle each other. 

Keep-it tricks: Put crisp green onions, all 
ready to eat, into a refrigerator bag or covered 
glass jar. Pod peas or Limas, and dice vege- 
tables or fruit just before cooking or serving 
time to save vitamins and flavor goodness 
Sort berries and spread on a shallow dish or 
platter. Don’t wash them. Cover lightly with 
waxed paper. Wash them at serving time. 
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Fish, frozen or not, should be tightly wrapped 
in waxed paper. Then you needn’t hesitate to 
stow it in the refrigerator. Store in just the same 
way as fresh meat. 

Poultry: For the very tops in delicate chicken 
flavor, draw bird immediately and plan to cook 
it within a day or so. If you wash poultry before 
storing it, dry thoroly. Always wrap poultry 
snugly in waxed paper for freezing; wrap loosely 
for shelf. An undrawn bird keeps up to 1% days, 
stored in a cold section. 

Hard-frozen poultry stays beautiful for several 
weeks in the freezing unit and up to four days 
on a shelf just under the unit. 


Juices. Pool these precious bits of juice in 
labeled jars. Snack hunters will thank you for 
providing these non-top-heavy containers. Use 
the sirups from canned fruits to make a chilly 
summer drink, or to flavor salad dressings, or as 
liquid in a gelatine mold. 

Pour vegetable cooking water, or liquid 
drained from canned vegetables all into one jar. 
Add this to tomato juice for a nippy cocktail, 
or mix into soup or gravy or salad mold. After 
cooking meat add a little hot water and sizzle off 
the good brown juice in a skillet or roaster. Cool, 
then add to the “‘meat stock” jar. It’s grand to 
flavor soups and gravies. 
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(uick-Freeze Your Garden 








CAPTURE your garden’s freshness by 
freezing each fruit or vegetable at its peak- 
season glory. Quick-freezing is simple, 
easy and fast. You’ll have fresh and de- 
licious meals from your community locker 
or home freezer all winter long. 

Pick top-quality foods to freeze, just at 
the good-eating stage—peas plump; string 
beans snapping-pert; asparagus at its peak 
for tenderness and flavor. 

Freezing dovetails easily into your daily 
schedule. Speed is vital; food must not 
stand around, so it’s best to work with 
small quantities. Just take the cream of the 
crop. Wash thoroly, lifting up so dirt will 
settle, and trim as you would for the table. 
Preparation is simple. For example, pre- 
pare asparagus this way: 


1 Blaneh (scald) asparagus a little at 
a time by dunking it in a lot of rapidly boil- 
ing water (a gallon or more). Clock your- 
self: don’t be generous—be accurate. Im- 
merse, and start counting blanching time 
when the water again begins to boil vigor- 
ously. Blanch small asparagus 34 minutes, 
larger, 4144. Gently agitate the strainer or 
stir with a wooden spoon so all vegetables 
get the same blanch. If you have no wire 
basket, just use a square of cheesecloth. 


2 Chili quickly after blanching, to re- 
tain that crisp garden freshness. Hold un- 
der lots of cold running water; better yet, 
dip strainer into ice water. Next batch gets 
more ice. 


3 Pack asparagus in a carton that will 
allow a moisture-vaporproof seal. Your 
locker plant, or home freezer distributor 
or paper supply house has varieties. 


4 Seal top of this liner bag with a hot 
iron. Label and date so you’ll know what 
to reach for and can use first-packed foods 
first. Rush your packed cartons to freezer 
or locker for freezing. 

What a holiday salad this asparagus will 
make! Come Christmas, serve with a strip 
of pimiento and a swish of French dressing 
and your summer garden will be on the 
plate. 


5 Fresh strawberry shorteake in Jan- 
uary. Just wash your strawberries now, and 
stem; slice if you prefer. Sprinkle in sugar 
as you pack. No blanching. Four or five 
pounds of berries need only a pound of 
sugar (2 cups). Remember liquids or semi- 
liquids expand when frozen. Never fill 
container more than nine-tenths full. 


6 Frozen cherries quick and ready fora 
sauce! Wash, chill, and pit (with a steri- 
lized hairpin). Cover with a sugar sirup 
(sugar dissolved in boiling water, half-and- 
half or sweeter). To be sure the sirup is 
cold, make it the day ahead and refrigerate. 

Or just sprinkle cherries with sugar, 1 
part by weight of sugar to 3 or 4 parts by 
weight of cherries. For your February pie! 

As a sweetener corn sirup gives full fruit 
flavor, plumpness, and good texture, Use 
1/5 corn sirup to 4/5 sugar sirup (made as 
above). Mix sugar and water thoroly, then 
add corn sirup.

TO RE-USE OF COMMERCIAL JARS 


Original metal cap — 
flat metal lid — *°6:3°s°° 


Here’s how to home-can in those 
coffee, mayonnaise, pickle, or pea- 
nut-butter jars which have metal 
screw-top caps. Jar opening is small- 
er than the regular Mason jar. 
(Commercial jars used for fruits 
and vegetables which have a vac- 
uum seal cannot be resealed in 
your home kitchen. Why? Because 
high-speed canning production re- 
quires a vacuum seal. Use these 
jars for jellies or preserves which 
need only a paraffin seal.) 


I Top seal—zive jar top a finger- 
tip checkup. Top edge must be 
flawless—examine carefully so flat 
metal lid can form a perfect seal— 
no chips, no nicks, no cracks. 


2 A metal screw cap which fits 
the jar is a must—use the original 
or find one that fits the jar. Re- 
move original sealing compound 
by scraping as shown. Difficult? 
Cover with boiling water, then 
scrape smooth. If cap has paper 
lining, pry it out. You want only 
a slick clean metal screw cap. 
Wash jars in hot suds; rinse. 


3 Fill jar with prepared food. Fol- 
low a recipe, of course. Boiling wa- 
ter-bath processing—fill to within 
1 inch of top. For pressure-cooker 
processing, fill to within 114 inches. 
Wipe top of jar carefully. Must be 
absolutely clean—no pulp, seeds, 
sirup, or bit of spice. Drop flat 
metal lids in hot water. (Ask your 
grocer for the special lids made for 
commercial jars—‘‘63’s.”’) 


4 Place wet flat metal lid with 
sealing composition next to glass 
jar rim. 


& Screw on the original metal cap 
firmly tight as shown. Tight, yes, 
but no vise-like grip, please. Proc- 
ess according to canning time- 
table. Remove jar? Do not touch 
the cap. Do not tighten. These lids 
form a vacuum seal. Handle jars 
carefully. Do not lift at top. See 
Two-Piece Metal Cap, page 38. 

After 24 hours you may remove 
the screw cap. 

Test jar seal as in Two-Piece 
Metal Caps, page 38. 


Open-kettle canning: Use this 
method for preserves, pickles, 
and relishes—foods with enough 
sugar or vinegar to prevent spoil- 
age. 

Place clean rinsed jars carefully 
on a folded towel in dishpan. Cover 
with warm water, bring to boiling. 
Sterilize jars by boiling 15 to 20 
minutes or longer in water to cov- 
er. Boil flat metal lids in water to 
cover for 5 minutes. Leave jars in 
hot water until needed. Fill hot 
jars with hot food. Fill jars to with- 
in 4 inch of top—fill and seal one 
jar at a time. Follow thru from 
Step 2.

of a Plain Dirt 
hardener

g / Brother, the weeds were 
une growing amazingly well 
amid my early vegetable bed. There 
was just one thing to do. 

I got down on my knees under the 
hot, late afternoon sun and began 
pulling by hand. I rescued the first 
planting of peas, onions, and carrots. 
At this point, the supper bell rang. 

My friends, let me recommend 
this hand pulling of weeds from such 
plants as carrots, lettuce, onions, and 
beets. Keep a trowel handy for dig- 
ging out any that don’t pull readily. 
Besides, it’s good for your figger. 


2 Here is a disclosure of 
Yune another major step in 
our family food program. I’m grow- 
ing my own beans of the kind known 
variously as soup or navy. The kind 
that are full of vitamins and can be 
baked or cooked with pork. 

Before, I’ve never bothered to 
grow this kind of beans. Such could 
always be bought readily. But now 
I’ve filled up the vacant space be- 
tween the edible soybeans and the 
tomatoes with a planting of them. 

Some friends stopped in tonight. I 
had promised them some of my extra 
tomato plants. As I hurried out from 
the house to where they were walk- 
ing down a path, I heard the Missis 
exclaim: ‘‘Just look at Mr. O’Brien’s 
fine dahlias.”’ Then in a changed 
tone, I heard her say, “Oh, they 
are potatoes.” 

Yes, potatoes in those two erst- 
while flower beds, now doing 
amazingly well. 


g 3 Put in a second major 
une planting of sweet corn 
today. The first planting, made May 
7, is up and coming along well, in 
spite of all the cold and wet weather 
we've had. 

Then I tackled the roses. First I 
went over them with a hoe, digging 
out the bigger weeds. These I raked 
up and hauled to the compost pile.

Want to Do More and Feel Better? 


if you find yourself sleeping as much 
as ever after dark, your daytime nap 
will more than pay its way. 

For the busy homemaker the 
daily nap should be a must, and for 
her husband a nap before dinner, if 
he cannot get one in during the day, 
can be an equally priceless pick-me- 
up.

When an undergraduate 
in Yale, young Seashore’s daytime 
logginess got his goat. Asking the 
physical director of the University if 
anything might be done about it he 
got the astonishing answer, “‘A 
Christian gentleman always takes a 
nap at noon!” 

So the young man gave it a trial. 
To his delight his energy rose, his 
efficiency spurted, and his spirits 


sang. 


Our of this personal experience 
and from many years of continuing 
interest in sleep, Professor Seashore 
offers the suggestion: “Cut short the 
long light sleep of the late morning 
hours and substitute a short nap at 
some favorable time during the day. 
Fifteen minutes of sleep after the 
heaviest work and before the main 


meal of the day will count more fo; 
efficiency than five times 15 minutes 
of sleep during the morning.” 
With one reservation—that of cut- 
ting short the morning sleep—mos: 
somnologists would endorse that 
recommendation. There are some « 
us who sleep heaviest, not lightest, 
during the morning hours just be- 
fore rising time; we are the un- 
fortunates who sleep right thru th« 
alarm clock. For us an earlier risin:

These naps, post- 
scripts to his night’s repose, gave 
him his most refreshing sleep, he 
wrote, his dreams being especially 
delightful and fanciful. 

The fact is that if you have to you 
can wipe out your regular night’s 
sleep and live on naps alone. Essen- 
tially that is what Edison and 
Napoleon did. Today’s champion 
napper does it too. He’s the Patri- 
arch of the Coptic Church in Alex- 
andria, Egypt, and the rites of his 
church require him to be awake for 
services during every 15 minutes 
of the day, so naps between services 
give him the only slumber he can get.

It’s especially recommended 
for the man who has been excusing 
himself by saying, “‘But I don’t have 
any time for naps!” To the wife of 
such a resister, here’s a tip: Just 
move dinner along half an hour and 
put the brute to bed! He’ll wake up 
more ready to enjoy it for his nap, 
and fitter far for an evening’s pleas- 
ure!

wakes up, daisy-fresh, and eager to 
go out and dance!

son have a bearing on the amount of 
daytime sleep needed. Bright, excit- 
able, precocious youngsters may 
need more sleep than their more 
phlegmatic brothers and _ sisters. 
Underweight children need longer 
naps than heavy ones. Even if the 
child insists he can’t sleep a wink, he 
must be made to lie quietly for a 
while, and it may be good for his 
equally restless mother to lie in an- 
other bed in the same room while 
each tries to outdo the other in 
silence and immobility! For pre- 
school children, however, the nap 
should last anywhere from half an 
hour to three hours, the latter figure 
being a maximum requirement of 
the three-year-old toddler. 


Bur the great big argument for 
the nap, whether for child or adult, is 
that it prevents overfatigue. So if at 
first you don’t succeed, try, try 
again. In napping, as in other arts, 
practice makes perfect. 

Perhaps you'll begin by merely 
relaxing in your easy chair and 
closing your eyes for a while. In a 
few days time you may feel more like 
resting quietly on a sofa or bed. 
Then you'll begin to find yourself 
falling asleep now and then. At last 
you’re getting there! 

To avoid distractions—sounds 
and light—it helps to close doors 
and windows and pull down the 
shades. For better relaxation, tight 
garments should be loosened or re-

Insure Your 
Next Year's Tulips Now 


By R. Milton Carleton 


Prices have skyrocketed to a 
point where spring-flowering bulbs 
must be considered as an invest- 
ment. Instead of discarding them 
after a year’s bloom, we must do 
everything we can to keep them 
flowering year after year. 


To dig or not to dig. The big puz- 
zle for most of us at this time of year 
is whether or not to dig the bulbs 
after flowering. It’s important to 
know that tulips, narcissi, and some 
hyacinths are hurt by high tempera- 
tures. At temperatures above 70 de- 
grees, the growth of the new flower 
bud within the bulb is stopped, and 
at 80 degrees and above the flower 
bud is frequently destroyed. 

Remember that these are soil 
readings, not air temperatures. Near 
bodies of water, and over the entire 
area north of a line drawn between 
Chicago and New York, most mod- 
erately moist soils will not exceed 80 
degrees at the depth at which most 
bulbs are planted. But it is obvious 
that in the prairie states soil tempera- 
tures in summer will be in excess of 
80 degrees almost every year. 

Where soil temperatures are rea- 
sonably low, the bulbs can be left in 
the soil without injury and at a real 
saving in labor. Elsewhere, they 
should be dug after the foliage has 
died down, and stored in the coolest 
possible storage room until fall 
planting time. 

Sometimes, where good storage 
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facilities can’t be had, special pro- 
visions can be made for keeping soil 
temperatures low. For instance, beds 
located under oak trees, which leaf 
out late enough in spring to allow 
for normal blooming and ripening, 
seldom go too high in temperature to 
injure tulips. Bulbs planted between 
clumps of perennials that shade the 
ground closely are often well enough 
protected to bloom satisfactorily. 
Planting deeper, say with 6 to 7 inch- 
es of soil over the tip of the bulb in- 
stead of the usual 5 inches, may 
make enough difference in tempera- 
ture to save next year’s bloom. With 
tulips, deep planting may also retard 
splitting, one of the principal causes 
of “running out.”’ Note I say “‘may”’; 
it isn’t a cure-all. Now to look ahead 
to fall planting. 


Don’t overieed. Perhaps more 
bulbs are ruined by too-loving care 
than by neglect. We plant them in 
soils stuffed with humus, add plant 
foods of high concentrations, and in 
every way possible try to get the big- 
gest possible blooms. This is wrong. 
And to go batk a bit, here’s why: 

A bulb is a device which enables 
plants to survive under conditions 
which would kill nonbulbous plants. 
It is a reservoir of both food and 
moisture. Supply these two essen- 
tials in excess, and automatically th: 
bulb responds by dividing and start 
ing new plants to take advantage o!

ditions. One reason why bonemeal 
has always been so highly thought of 
for feeding bulbs is because in most 
soils its phosphorus locks up immedi- 
ately, and so isn’t available. In other 
words, it works well because it does 
no good! 

This doesn’t mean, however, that 
we can or should grow our bulbs in 
pure sand, altho the beds where 
they are propagated in Holland are 
practically nothing more than sand 
with a trace of lime and a modicum 
of humus. The important thing to 
remember is this: in the average 
good garden soil don’t apply plant 
foods or manures to bulbs. And 
don’t lime the beds indiscriminately. 
Feed the annuals that follow your 
spring-flowering bulbs and there'll 
be enough food left in the soil to 
keep bulbs in good condition. Allow 
a trowelful of complete plant food 
to each square yard for the year’s 
feeding. 


Beware of stripes. Another factor 
in keeping bulbs healthy is the de- 
struction of every bulb that shows 
signs of “breaking.” Broken tulips 
are those exquisitely striped speci- 
mens that appear spontaneously in 
every old planting. In the early days 
of tulip history, these were eagerly 
sought by collectors, and were sold 
at high prices. 

But today we know that these 
bulbs are actually diseased: two 
separate strains of virus are needed 
to bring about breaking. These 
viruses so weaken the bulb that the 
flowers grow smaller and smaller in 
spite of all care, finally succumbing 
to the disease. So as soon as a broken 
tulip appears, dig it up, bulb and all, 
and burn it. And don’t be tempted 
into planting ‘fancy’ varieties 
offered by some dealers such as 
Bizairres, Bybloemens, and Rem- 
brandts. These are diseased before 
you get them. 


Handle this way. If despite all 
your precautions, however, you find 
that your bulbs have split, and in- 
stead of huge, glorious cups from 
first-size bulbs, you have small weak 
flowers, don’t give way to the im- 
pulse to plow under the entire bed. 
Wait until the foliage dies down and 
dig the bulbs. Dry them off, clean, 
and sort into large and small bulbs. 
The larger ones (114 to 11% inches in 
diameter) should bloom, and can be 
planted back in the garden at once 
if you like. 

Smaller bulbs can be lined out in 
the vegetable garden in rows. Set 
them with bases about six inches 
deep and allow them to grow up. 
See that the soil is light and well- 
drained. Add no extra plant food. 

About the first of September dig 
the entire row, sort out the larger 
ones—those 114 inches across the 
base, for planting in the flower gar- 
den, and save the smaller ones to be 
replanted in the vegetable garden in 
October.

SomeE folks are insistent about 
their privacy at home—they buy 
several acres, build a high wall, 
and install a burglar alarm. But 
to people like you and me and the 
George Hemlers, of San Leandro, 
California, the problem may be 
quite diflerent—we may want our 
isolation in a small house on a 
50-foot lot! 

The Hemlers asked my archi- 
tectural firm of Miller and War- 
necke, in Oakland, to find the 
solution for them. After conferring 
with Mr. and Mrs. Hemler and 
Builder Chester A. Gossett, also of 
San Leandro, we decided to build 
the most-used rooms (living-room, 
dining-room, sun porch, and kitch- 
en) at the back where they could 
look out on a garden and be 
shielded from the street by the 
other rooms. 

Phat’s why you'll find the Hem- 
lers’ built-in garage. rating a front 
location as a street-noise buffer 
alongside the recessed entrance. 
One end of the 20-foot living-room 
has a window on the front (few 
families want to be completely cut 
off from activities on the street 
outside), but the other end opens 
onto the glass-inclosed sun porch 
at the back of the house. And 
the porch, in turn, leads to the se- 
clusion of the garden. 


Diaconaty back of the liv- 
ing-room and overlooking the gar- 
den are the dining-room and the 
kitchen. The dining-room is plen- 
tifully supplied with light and air 
thru garden and sun porch. The 
short service hall, you'll notice, 
gives access to the front door from 
dining-room and kitchen, with- 
out a detour thru the living-room. 
By putting the basement stairs in 
the adjoining garage, we made 
room for two storage closets in this 
service hall. 

To the left of the dining-room is 
a versatile space that can be used 
either as a guest bedroom, maid’s 
room, or study. The connecting 
bathroom has a second door into 
the laundry, so it’s equally avail- 
able to the work areas of the house.

disobedient. Her mother, who was 
struggling to support them both and 
who had no other interest in life than 
Alice, was profoundly discouraged. 
Then in an article, I happened to 
say something about a child’s need to 
know that she is loved. Alice’s moth- 
er began investigating. She found 
out that Alice’s world crumbled 
when Mother had suddenly disap- 
peared from Alice’s horizon and had 
been gone for six months. Alice had 
no faith in her mother after that. 
And her mother, wounded by Alice’s 
hostility, had further increased 
Alice’s distrust by her own attitude. 

It all grew out of the fact that no- 
body had thought to explain to 
Alice that her mother was ill, and 
had been in a sanitarium those six 
months. She thought her mother 
just didn’t love her any more—while 
the mother was thinking the child 
didn’t love her any more! The situa- 
tion was explained to Alice, she was 
made sure of her mother’s love, and 
that was the beginning of the hap- 
piest kind of relationship between 
mother and daughter. 

Perhaps little Joan, whom I cited 
at the beginning of this article, had 
heard garbled conversations. Per- 
haps her playmates had been spin- 
ning disconcerting stories about war. 
Certainly no one had troubled to 
inform Joan about the change or 
to explain it to her. She was reacting 
not thru perversity, but because her 
child’s heart was overwhelmed with

Will Help Mother, Tee 


It will help the child immeasur- 
ably. It will help your wife, too. Sh 
also has many adjustments to make 
she’s particularly dreading your ab- 
sence and the resultant family prob- 
lems.

Make the offspring your partne: 
in the planning. Make sure your 
child understands, as well as his ag 
permits him, that you are going be- 
cause you must, and because of th:

How long in advance of you: 
going should you do this? It depend 
upon the age of the child. Children’s 
memories are short, and time is fa:

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in the air, for his reception of the 
news is likely to be colored by his 
own feelings. When you’ve as earth- 
shaking a thing to impart as your 
going away for an indefinite time, 
it’s worthy of some stage setting, 
such as an outing or a little treat, or 
a playtime that puts the youngster in 
a thoroly good mood. 

Talk over the home situation, and 
discuss what the boy or girl may do 
to look after things while Daddy’s 
gone. Don’t make this a burdensome 
thing, but just a chance for him to do 
his part, as you are going to be doing 
yours. Be cheerful about it all. No 
dramatics, just a calm acceptance by 
you, relayed to the youngster so he 
may similarly accept the changes in 
the home setup. 


Junior Puts Up the Flag 


Then let him help you get ready 
to go. Let him see you in your uni- 
form if it’s possible. Let him or her 
help get a service flag to go in the 
window, and let the youngster be 
the one to put it there. That perhaps 
more than anything else will give 
him or her a sense of pride and 
partnership in your service. 

You can help your wife, too, to 
carry off her role successfully. For 
after you’re gone, the children will 
pretty much take their cue from her. 
Take time out to talk over with her 
how she can best meet the emotional 
demands, as well as the practical 
ones, of her new situation. If you’ve 
been doing certain things for the 
children as I hope you have, help 
her figure out how the transition can 









best be made to getting along with- 
out your services for a time. 

Some young couples that I know 
had sessions with the family doctor 
before the husband left, to get his 
help with these same emotional 
situations. The doctor pointed out 
the dangers to an only child, espe- 
cially, when the father is gone and 
the mother centers all her emotional 
needs, heightened by anxiety for the 
father, upon the child. 

He advised a course for the moth- 
er that would help her maintain her 
emotional balance, encouraged her 
to carry on some interests outside 
the home, to see her friends, to keep 
up a normal social life as an insur- 
ance against fastening all her life 
morbidly upon the child. 

Also, in a group that I know of 
where the husbands were going into 
the service, all got together and 
talked this question over before the 
husbands left. It was a great help to 
the wives. And these problems are 
your problems, too, Dads, because 
the morale of the family you leave 
behind will be greatly affected by 
them. 

And now, when the time comes for 
a furlough—and later on, to return 
home for good—don’t be surprised 
or hurt if your youngster is shy with 
you at first or even apparently 
afraid of you. Remember again that 
a child’s memories are short, and 
his understanding is limited.

don’t grab him, toss him in the air, 
or use parade-ground techniques on 
him. 

Take it easy. He’s probably been 
bragging about his Dad to all the 
kids in the neighborhood, but it takes 
him a while to realize that this really 
is his Dad.

you unpack. In your bag there will 
be something for him—let him find 
it, and let him take Mother’s present 
to her.

Get Acquainted 


With Your 
Fuse Box 


Few of us.know our home-wiring 
circuits well enough. If a fuse should 
blow or a circuit breaker pop out, 
tho we may know better than to risk 
electrocution or a serious fire by 
screwing a penny behind the blown 
fuse, still eight out of ten of us don’t 
know which fuse or circuit breaker 
protects which outlets and fixtures. 

Here’s where a large family can 
come in handy. (If there are only 
two of you, take the coin you might 
have put behind the fuse, flip it, and 
see who gets the job of trotting from 
room to room.) With every light in 
the house turned on, spot a member 
of your family in each room until 
you run out of family, and take up 
your own post at the fuse box or

service panel. Have a flashlight, 
some adhesive tape, a pair of scis- 
sors, and a pencil handy. Be sure 
that your hands are dry and that 
you’re standing on a dry board. 
Now douse the lights by pulling 
the master switch or fuse block. 
Unscrew all the fuses or trip all the 
circuit breakers. Tighten the first 
fuse (or close the first circuit break- 
er) and re-engage the master switch. 


SoMEWHERE in the house the 
lights protected by that first fuse will 
goon again.By prearrangement, your 
confederate spotted in that locality 
will sing out which lights are burn- 
ing, at the same time checking the 
wall outlets by plugging in a lamp. 
When you’ve determined thus which 
fixtures and outlets are serviced by 
the first fuse or circuit breaker, 
fasten a piece of adhesive tape inside 
the fuse box door in a position corre- 
sponding to that of the fuse. Mark 
on the tape the duties performed by 
the fuse it represents. Do the same 
for each circuit—pulling the master 
switch before touching each fuse— 
until the complete wiring system has 
been diagrammed. 

Now you can withdraw your con- 
federates from their outposts (have 
them turn off a few of the lights as 
they leave or the neighbors will 
think there’s a party in progress and 
drop in for a hand of euchre). Then 
next time a fuse blows, any member 
of your family can banish the dark- 
ness without a falter.

In JUNE every ardent gardener wishes he 
could prolong the color effect as long as possible. 
There are many things that help keep up full 
bloom. Cut flower heads the moment they’ve 
passed their prime. Let no plant go to seed except 
for making seeds you can’t get otherwise. Keep 
plants well staked so that a sudden windstorm or 
downpour of rain will not flatten them. Tie tall 
stems twice to prevent breaking over at the tie. 
Don’t let plants suffer for want of water for this 
will shorten their bloom. They’Il start immediate- 
ly to mature their seeds if growing season is cut 
off by drouth. Break the crust with a rake or hoe 
as soon as the ground dries out after each water- 
ing, so there will be free circulation of air in the 
soil. 


Side Dressings. The leafy vegetables need a side 
dressing now of a plant food high in nitrogen. 
Apply 3 pounds to a 100-foot row, one-half on 
each side in bands 3 inches out from the root 
stalks. For vegetables of which it’s the fruit or 
seed that is eaten, increase the proportion of 
phosphorus and potash, and decrease the nitro- 
gen. Give the first feeding to these after 3 or 4 
blossoms appear. If applied sooner, there is 
danger of forcing more leaf growth and checking 
the fruit or seed production. 

For tomatoes apply the material in a ring 
around the plant 6 inches out from the stem. 

Apply plant food when the plants are dry so 
that it will not stick to the stem and leaves. 
Shake off any that falls on the leaves. 


More Sweet Corn. Plant another block of sweet 
corn every 10 days until July 10. For these later 
plantings the sweet and reliable Golden Cross 
Bantam is good. Other vegetables to replant are 
bush beans, carrots, and beets. You run the risk 
of heat and lack of moisture, but taking chances 
is part of the fun of gardening. Lima beans may 
not mature if planted after the last of May or first 
of June. But the earlier planted crop matures 
over a long period and with favorable growing 
conditions will bear until late. 


Pests. Aphids or plant lice are likely to become 
numerous now and cause damage to peas, beans, 
spinach, squash, cucumbers, and melons. Usual- 
ly these pests cluster underneath the leaves, and 
contact spray or dust should be directed forcibly 
toward the undersides of the plants. In the case of 
melons, this takes very careful and thoro action. 
Nicotine sulfate with soapsuds, nicotine dust, 
pyrethrum sprays or dust, and rotenone-bearing 
dusts are effective. The main thing is to watch 
the plants closely and not allow a heavy infesta- 
tion to get started. 

Leaf hoppers are destructive to bush beans and 
potatoes. They have a decided stunting action on 
the plants and in the case of potatoes they cause 
the leaf tissue to dry up, a condition known as 
hopperburn. They are carriers of late potato 
blight. Bordeaux is a good repellent for leaf hop- 
pers on potatoes and it acts as a fungicide for the 
blight. It can also be used in a -strength dilu- 
tion on beans. If the infestation is heavy, the 
addition of 1 teaspoonful per gallon of nicotine 
sulfate will give a quicker kill on the beans. 


Annuals for Fillers. In the flower borders an- 
nuals can be set in among the perennials for late 
bloom. Consider the size of the annual, however. 
Flowering Tobacco (Nicotiana affinis) for instance,

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planted too close to the delphinium 
will so crowd the delphinium that its 
second growth and bloom will be 
stunted. Petunias will spread and 
sprawl into a mat that can smother 
low perennials. In planting these 
annuals try to get enough of one 
kind together to give a mass effect. 
This is more difficult to do where 
annuals are spotted among peren- 
nials. I like to see one color of an- 
nual predominate in each area or 
bed. I get this by planting named 
varieties. In zinnias, Will Rogers is a 
favorite red. Royal Purple is my 
darkest. I use Canary Bird where 
I want a sunshiny yellow. It’s espe- 
cially good next to Polar Bear, a 
big pure white with deep flowers. 


Lilac Care. After your lilacs have 
bloomed is the time to trim them. 
But remember that cutting away 
large portions will tend to stunt the 
plants. To offset this and get in- 
creased vigorous growth quickly, 
feed and water lilacs heavily. Apply 
ground lime, phosphorus, and pot- 
ash in any form that you can obtain. 
Bonemeal is always a good form of 
phosphorus. Since lilacs root near 
the surface, a mulch is most effective 
in holding moisture and making the 
plant food more readily available. 
Manure heads the list of desirable 
mulch material followed by humus, 
rotted leaves or compost. 


For Late Bloom. Plant a few gladi- 
olus corms each week until the mid- 
dle of July. Seeds of zinnias and 
marigolds and some late plants ot 
petunias and snapdragons, if you 
can procure them, will insure good 
fresh color up until frost. In fact, 
they will withstand early light frosts 
and give bloom for the long period 
which often follows before heavy 
freezes come. 

Keep the whole garden thrifty by 
light feeding. For plants that flower, 
use a plant food with a high percent- 
age of phosphorus and potash. These 
elements intensify flower color, help 
to build strong stiff stems and in- 
crease the root system. And potash, 
especially, helps build a hard firm 
surface on the leaves. This is thought 
to be of some aid in keeping out dis- 
ease and is true particularly in the 
case of black spot on roses. 

Remember I said this was an aid, 
not a complete disease control by 
any means. I wish I could say that 
vigor in plants will lessen your insect 
troubles. With borers it will. They 
definitely prefer not to be flooded 
with sap when they are working in 
the plant tissues. So they will much 
more readily attack a sickly lilac or 
dogwood than a vigorous one. 

With dogwoods they often bore in 
where a fork of two limbs is squeez- 
ing out a third limb. The constric- 
tion decreases the flow of sap, and in 
come the borers. But sucking and 
chewing insects are as elated over 
nice succulent vitamins as we are and 
the fact that we have vigorous plants 
does not eliminate the need for a 
complete spray program to keep 
down the insects and to prevent the 
spread of diseases that they carry.

Tue last day you have a fire in your 
boiler or furnace this spring is the 
day to get it ready for next winter. 
The job should not be put off, as the 
harm which ashes, dirt, and scale 
do to the heating system will impair 
its efficiency in the fall. 

Formerly, you had only to call 
your coal dealer and tell him you 
wanted your furnace or boiler “‘sum- 
mer-conditioned.”’ But now, because 
of the shortage of manpower, gaso- 
line, and tires, and the real need for 
major repairs, dealers no longer are 
able to handle such work. Fortu- 
nately for you, the cleaning job is 
simple and easy. 


Here are the four principal op- 
erations necessary to do it yourself. 

1. Open the cleanout door or 
doors on the heater and, with a 
metal scraper, push into the fire pot 
and ashpit all the fly ash that has 
accumulated on the heating surfaces. 
Then, with a long-handled wire flue 
brush, thoroly clean all inside sur- 
faces. (If your vacuum cleaner has a 
blower, use it in place of the scraper.) 

Fly ash on the heat-absorbing sur- 
faces acts as insulation. Engineers 
estimate that 14 inch of it wastes 1 
out of every 10 tons of coal burned. 

2. If possible, detach the smoke- 
pipe leading to the chimney and 
empty the fly ash from it. Ifthe smoke 
pipe is corroded beyond repair, or- 
der a new one at once. 

3. Next, dump the grates, remove 
the ashes from the ashpit, and clean 
the outside of the heater. 

4. Last, if yours is a hot-water or 
steam system, drain the boiler to 
draw off any scale or sediment which 
has formed. Then refill the boiler im- 
mediately. Fill a hot-water system to 
top of the highest radiator; steam, 
as far as the water-line of the boiler. 

As wasters of coal, scale, sediment, 
and rust are second only to ash and 
dust. 


Ber ORE the heating plant will be 
completely ready for firing next 
winter, one further step is essential. 
The heater and chimney should be 
tested for air leaks, which are greedy 
coal thieves. Altho the stoppage of 
such leaks should best be done next 
fall because the cement used to seal 
them may develop cracks during the 
summer, here is the procedure if you 
wish to complete your summer con- 
ditioning now: With all drafts 
closed, pass a lighted candle around 
the smoke box and smoke pipe joints, 
the base of the heater, the doors and 
chimney connections. Wherever 
there’s a leak, the candle flame will 
be drawn toward the opening. Seal 
it with asbestos cement.

at the throttle, controlling your rate 
of slimming by calorie counting. 

What about exercise? You’ll soon 
get a kick out of your daily dozen. 
Get all the exercise you can, but 
don’t let it wean you from your 
calorie-count. You’d have to walk 
six miles to work off the calories from 
one slice of mince pie consumed 
above your needs! Garden this sum- 
mer and eat your vegetables. You’ll 
be playing both ends against the 
middle. You do actually lose a 
pound or two after violent exercise? 
The sweat of your brow is a base 
deceiver! What you lose is water, and 
a swig from the old oaken bucket 
will put you right back where you 
started. 


Tips for chubbies. Vegetables are 
your pals. Ring in plenty. They’re 
long on health- building—/ow on cal- 
ories. They’ll fill up the chinks in 
your tummy. But go easy on the 
sauces and butter. Try tossing salad 
with a snappy mineral-oil dressing 
plus a dash of herbs, lemon juice, 
and vinegar. 

And here’s to Vitamin C. Don’t 
hold back on oranges, grapefruit, 
tomatoes, raw cabbage, and salad 
greens. They’re grand eating, and 
they’ll fill you up while the count 
stays low. 


Have French-fries—sometimes. 
Go exploring for food’s real flavors; 
you'll like them! Why sugar a fruit 
or candy a sweet potato if it’s good 
eating plain? If you’ve a yen for 
French fries—well, splurge once in 
a while! Then whittle off enough 
calories somewhere else so the tally 
comes out right at the end of the day. 


Milk’s a must. Drink or eat that 
pint of milk a day. It’s got stuff your 
body’s going to miss if you skip it. 
But you don’t need the calorie- 
loaded cream on the top. 

Cheese (except cottage and cream 
cheese) is a pound putter-oner. 
Watch out for those extra cheese 
toppings and sauces. They add up. 
You may use cheese for your milk 
quota—they’re interchangeable. 


Meat’s yours too. Meat, poultry, 
fish, or eggs are protein, and pro- 
tein whips up your metabolism so 
excess fat is used up. Final calorie 
content depends on how they’re 
prepared and accompanied. Broil 
or roast your meat on trivet or rack, 
and watch the fat drip off. If you 
prefer the frying-pan route you eat 
more calories, so count ’em care- 
fully. Remember to slice off the fat 
slivers for the slimmer members of 
the family. 

Highest-calorie meats are pork, 
salmon, tuna, and goose—good for 
you only if you shy fairly far away. 
If you’re a confirmed “‘bacon with 
eggs’ man, broil the bacon crisp, 
and drain it well—note the calorie 
difference on the chart. Better leave 
nuts and peanut butter for the 
kiddies. 

Stuffing and gravy add too much 
to the score, so how about a modest 
splash of tomato sauce instead? Or

Make 
friends of those lean fish on page 31— 
they’re low count. And if you’re 
the carver, don’t be above tricking 
your appetite. Two paper-thin slices 
of meat look like twice as much as a 
half-inch cube. 


Use your head about bread. 
Whole-grain and enriched breads 
are important. Eat some, but not at 
the old speed. Expect calories to 
zoom if your choice is raisin bread, 
sweet rolls with frosting, coffee bread, 
or corn bread. Jams, butter, and 
spreads add still more. 


Other feed. You can drink calories 
as well as eat them. Alcohol is 
aswarm with calories. But unsweet- 
ened, uncreamed coffee and tea are 
right down your alley. 

Let’s have no ironclad rules 
against desserts. They’re like those 
French fries. Sometimes it’s good for 
the morale to go overboard, then 
make up for it elsewhere. Natural 
fresh fruit is your best bet. Pastries, 
cakes, cookies, and soda-fountain 
riches are out after your figure and 
you’ll learn fast to say “‘sherbet,” 
instead of “‘double sundae.” 


How’s for a snack? Don’t make a 
martyr of yourself. If your stomach 
gets to wheedling midmorning and 
midafternoon, soothe it with a cup 
of skimmed milk and a cracker, or 
just a cup of black coffee. You won’t 
be so ravenous come lunch- or din- 
nertime, and that unscheduled 
snack will fool your stomach into 
thinking it has the better of you. 
But subtract. those calories from 
your next meal quota. 


If meat’s high, skip the pie. 
If you eat largely today and prom- 
ise to make it up tomorrow—that 
redycing scheme of yours is already 
a dead duck! Sufficient to the day 
are the calories thereof. Better yet, 
calorie-balance each meal. You may 
not know what the little woman has 
in store for your dinner. 

If the main dish has a high calorie 
count, you rate only a low-calorie 
dessert. If the dessert you’re flirting 
with at lunch is high, pick a meat 
that’s lean and low. Fill up the 
empty corners with bulky vegeta- 
bles. Calculate how you’ll be feeling 
around 4 o’clock before you squan- 
der your whole luncheon allowance 
on one strawberry shortcake (300 
calories). 

Take reducing in your stride, and 
don’t irk your friends with it. Just 
slip out the chart and take a look. 
This game is between you and your 
figure. The rest of the world never 
need know what’s happening except 
by the handsome results. 

Actually you can’t starve as long 
as you have excess fat on your frame. 
When you’ve reduced to your ideal 
weight, it’s time to stop. If you Te- 
duced further, you’d draw on re- 
serves far more vital than fat. Start 
increasing your calorie intake grad- 
ually until the scales show you’re 
just holding your own. By that time 
you'll be so adept that you can 
estimate the calories by a glance. 

It is easy—it is safe—and it is fun, 
and you'll never backslide once 
you’ve discovered how it feels to be 
the vigorous healthy you again.
